train, which was bnried beneath the 
roof, were not injured, though it seems 
almost miraculous that 'they should 
have escaped instant death. Had the 
roof fallen ten minutes earlier, when' 
several trains were preparing to leave 
the depot, the loss of life would have 
been enormous. The accident is due 
to a very weak structure ind a heavy 
volume of snow on the roof, which be- 
came very heavy in consequence of the 
reoent thaw. It will take several days 
to clear the depot and tracks from the 
heaped-up tnass of timbers, iron, plas- 
ter, brick, etc.

It seems 
that the construction train, under the 
charge of Condnctor Loekhart, was on 
the passenger train'* time, and was 
backing toward Owaneco at the rate of 
twelve miles per hour in order to give 
the passenger train bound northwest a 
chance to pas* the above named station. 
The workmen on the tr&in had been 
laying new rails and taking up the old 
ones, and had a flat car just in front of 
tbe caboose piled np with iron. In re- 
turning to Owaneoo the workmen, to 
the number of twenty-five or thirty, 
were crowded in the caboose. 'The 
passenger train, under the charge of 
Condnctor Shelby wai running consid- 
erably faster than common in order to 
make up lost time, and not knowing of 
the construction train being on the 
main track. The result waa that both 
train* came together with a fearful 
shook, the engine of the passenger 
train tearing through the crowded oa- 
boote, pnshiig those iniide among the 
mass of iron on the flat car, killing 
three men outright and seriously wound- 
ing ten or twelve others. The follow- 
ing are the names of those killed : Al- 
len Jones, Owaneoo; W. W. Tatlock 
and H. MoPhenon, Pana. The wound- 
ed are : Lewii Shelby, of Pana. con- 
ductor of the paiaenger train, seriously 
injured internally by being thrown over 
in tbe coach by the force of the colli- 
sion ; Jacob Ho*dleyt leg broken ; 
The*. Virden, leg broken ; Charles Mo- 
Qowen, leg broken ; Frank Green, col- 
lar-bone broken and badly bruised ; 
Owen Gleamn, back injured ; Charles 
Hills, foot smashed ; Dan Don»tine, 
braised and cut about the head ; John 
Herdman, head cut and arm fractured, 
all of Paaa ; Charles Walcher, of Owan- 
eco, arm broken. lo all some fourteen 
were killed and wounded. This is one 
of the worst accident* that has ever 
occurred in thii Motion, and aa it seems 
now tbe blame must be attached only

Incomes of English Statesmen. 


Mr. Gladstone is a man of consider- 


able wealth. He owns more than 6,000 
acres, from which his rental is £19,000. 
Indeed, it ia curious to note that under 
a Liberal as under a Conservative gov- 
ernment England is ruled by rich men. 
The Duke of Argyle owns 175,114 
acres, with a rental of £50,842, and he 
is considered a poor duke. Lord Hart- 
ington's father derives a rental of 
$180,999 from 188,665 acres of land. 
Tbe income of the Liberal Cabinet is 
officially £60,000, bat that is a mere 
trifle. 
In land, Mr. Gladstone owns 


between 280,000 and 300,000 acres. 
The late Cabinet owned 520,000 acres 
of the soil. Lord Landon nai, more, 
over, heir to 12,000, and Lord John 
Manners to 70,000. There were thun 
upward of 600,000 acres divided among 
thirteen gent lame a at the administra- 
tion, giving them a round 46,000 each. 
The rent roll of these estates is rather 
over £400,000 a year. 
An equal dis- 


tribution would have given etch of 
them £35,000 a year (nearly $100 a 
day), leaving £5,000 for a jollification 
at the end of the session. The Duke 
of Richmond had most acres—286,411 
(annual value, £79,683); he of Northum- 
berland the biggest rental—£176,000 
(acres 186,397). W. H. Smith, self- 
made man as he is has already pur- 
chased nearly 7,000 acres of soil, which 
yield him about £10,500 per annum. 
Sir George Gray is in receipt ol a Cab- 
inet position of £2,000 a year, to be 
entitled to which he has to make a 
formal declaration (hat he cannot prop- 
erly keep up his social position without 
it. 
Now Sir George own* 2,913 acres 


in Northumberland, which bring him 
£4,080 per annum. What a strange 
social system i» this, where one cannot 
live as a gentleman under £6,000 a 
year.
